and Liberty.

HAVANA, Nov. 27.—Such a number of 


contradictory statements have been at- 
tributed te General Weyler since his re- 
tarn from Pinar Del Rio that the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press asked 
General Weyler for a full and authorized 
statement on the subject. The corres- 
pondent called at the place last night and 
requested him to supplement each ques- 
tion in the interview with the La Luehas 
correspondent. The general courteously 
agreed. Replying to the first question he 
said: 


Weyler Contented. 


"I am not only contented but thor- 


oughly satisfied with the result of my 
military plans. We went over the north- 
ern hills ooetipied by the insurgents with- 
out serious resistance upon the party of 
the enemy. 
Cacarajicara and Bubi, 


which the insurgents claimed were im- 
pregenable were occupied by our troops 
after the enemy was dislodged. At Bubi 
we found the greatest resistance, but the 
enemy was dislodged after a few hours 
fighting. 


Troop* on the €liane. 


"We saw no trace of Maceo's people 


after that. All other points were recon- 
noitered by small detachments from our 
columns. The southerly points were also 
reconnoitered and the positions where 
the rebels were encamped are now in 
the possession of our troops. 
Maoeo has 


nothing to do but scatter his followers 
into small parties and enable them to es- 
cape our columns which are now hunting 
them. Since the enemy offers no resist- 
ance and refusing to accept a meeting 
with us, our troops are chasing them in 
all directions." 


Wll Paclly tbe Province. 


In answer to the second question 


General Weyler said: "I am confident we 
shall shortly succeed in pacifying Pinar 
Del Bio, since we have possession of all 
strategic points and also because of the 
constant activity of oar troops in all 
directions, which we trust hinders the 
escape of small groups of insurgents, who 
are flieing in great disorder." 


Leader wa» Killed, 


"Do you think the condition in the 


provinces of Havana, Matanzas, and 
Santa Claro hampers the suppression of 
the insurrection?" "These provinces," 
said General Weyler, "are more easily 
subdued from the nature of the ground. 
They have xo hills like Pinar Del Rio and 
facilities for the moving of large bodies of 
troops are therefore greater. 


Besides the rebel baridu are leas numer- 


ous in these three provinces. The leaders 
ofthe rebels also lack the importance 
there which Maceo posesses. Those who 
had prestige have been killed." 


ITIaceo'* men Perish. 


•'It is asserted" said the correspondent, 


that Maceo lost many of his leaders, who 
accompanied him besides those who 
joined the invasion in Pinar del Rio. Gen- 
eral Weyler replied that nearly all 
Maceo's leading men, who were at all 
valuable and possessing military ability 
have perished in the other provinces 
where they headed up-risings." 


In Oilier Provinces. 


The correspondent said, it appears the 


insurgents in Puerto Principe and also in 
Satiago De Cuba are displaying more 
activity than heretofore. "Yes," replied 
General Weyler, "but the provinces men- 
tioned are not in a state of uprising. 


Puerto Principe is producing little or 


no trouble and no protection la needed 
there. The same may be said regarding 
the Holgnin and Bayamo districts. The 
rebels destroyed all they could. With 
the death of Jose Maceo the rebellion 
in the Province of Santiago De Cnba lost 
much of its importance. 


We have no intention of allowing the 


attentions of our troops to be distracted 
in that direction, for it is evident that 
that is the object of the insurgents under 
Gomez and Calixto. who possess a domi- 
nating influence over the insurgents in 
those districts." 


Conceded Full Liberty. 


"The Cubans abroad are complaining 


strongly," said the correspondent, "of 
Spanish tyranny and attribute the revolu- 
tion to the subjection of Cubans to 
despotic government, under which they 
are not only debarred from liberty but 
also from public employment in their own 
country " 


General Weyler said, "They must offer 


some excuse for the treasons and destruc- 
tion to which they dedicated themselves 
since taking up arms. After the termina- 
tion of the last war Cuba waa conceded 
the enjoyment of full liberty by the Me- 
tropolis." 


Cuba'* Law* Like Spain's. 


"The government inaugurated a regime 


of granting ample Cuban representation, 
availing itself of the provisional laws 
until the chambers ratified them. 


Almost 
simultaneously the 
present 


Spanish constitution was promulgated 
for Cubans as well aa Spaniards in this 
region. Provincial and municipal laws 
are alike in the provinces and in Spain. 
There is absolute freedom of the press 
and public judicial pmoeedure. 


All the laws are those which prevail 


in Spain, so there is no more liberty in 
Madrid than in Cuba—The patronship of 
slanes was decreed, which widened the 
scope of abolutionary measures, reducing 
the time for the gradual and total abolu- 
tion of slavery.!' 


For the Field. Again. 


A dispatch from Madrid says that Cap- 


tain General Weyler it is announced here, 
will return to Finar Del Bio immediately, 
and again assume tbe command of the 
Spanish troops operating there against 
the insurgents.

Mr. Elkins introduced the following 


bill, which was read twice and referred 
to the committees on commerce: 


A BILL 


to amend section twenty-five hundred 
and two of the Bay used Statutes of the 
United States. 


Be it enacted by the senate and house 


of representatives of the United States 
of America in congress assembled, That 
bection twenty-five hundred and two of 
the Revised Statutes of the United 
States be and tho same Is hereby amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: 


"Sco. 2503. A duty of 10 per centum 


ad valorem, in addition to the duties 
BOW imposed by law, shall be levied, 
collected and paid on all goods, wares 
aud merchandise imported in ships or 
vessels not of the United States, and in 
cases where no duties are imposed by 
law on goods, wares and merchandise 
imported into the United States, there 
Khali be levied, collected and paid a 
duty of 10 per centum ad valorem on all 
such goods, wares or merchandise that 
shall be imported in ships or vessels not 
of the United States. And any and all 
clauses in existing treaties in contraven- 
tion heroto aud all acts of congress in 
conflict herewith are abrogated' and re- 
pealed." 


See. 2. That this act shall take effect 


15 months after the date of its passage.

Quite recently the free trade and com- 


mercial papers had a lot to say about 
"filled" cheese. Bat we never saw one 
word about tbe manner in which our' 
cheese markets are being "filled" with 
foreign cheese. It is always well to look < 
below the surface of a Democratic argu- 
ment. 


American farmers may or may not 


put "filled" cheese upon the market, 
thus depressing the price of good cheese. 
Bnt foreign farmers have most assured- 
ly, under the Gorman tariff, "filled" 
our markets with cheap cheese. Though 
the reduction in duty was but 2 cents a 
pound, it has enabled foreigners to sell 
us nearly 4,000,000 pounds more of 
their cheetie in tho two Gorman tariff 
years than they did during the two first 
years of the McKinley tariff, which af- 
forded protection to American farmers. 


Somebody baa consumed this addi- 


tional foreign cheese, and it has taken 
the place of a similar quantity of Amer- 
ican cheese. Under MoKinley protection 
the average price of foreign cheese im- 
ported was IE cents a pound, but the 
Democrat; n tariff enabled the foreigners 
to pnt thoir oheese in here at an average 
price of 9J£ cents. That is where it 
hurls our farmers. A few million pounds 
of cheap ch«sovt'ill weaken the "filled" 
market a good deal more than the "fill- 
ed" cheese, if there be any.
